I n mber three tobticco. Deliveries stop- 
( ped and the war meeting called to de- 
e whether or not the samples in 
band were truly representative of the 
crop to be delivered. Chairman Mason 
of the meeting called for a discussion 
of the matter when it was stated that 
the samples were plucked from Hancock 
county and therefore not reprenentative 
of the local crop, the samples being of a 
superior grade of tobacco. Cert Pate, 
Masoa Hawkins and James Keenan 
were appointed a committee to meet on 
next Saturday here in Cloverport a rep- 
resentative each of the Green River 
Tobacco Growers Association and the 
American Tobacco Company to arrange 
for the gathering in of new sample 
taken from the local crops and arranging 
of a new scale or prices to meet local 
conditions. It is very important that 
every farmer interested in this matter 
be in Cloverport next Saturday. The 
meeting will be held at the city hall at 
l: 3 0p. m.

MY FIRST 
INDIAN 

BY BUFFALO BILL 

TRUB TALKS OP TUB PLAINS" 




IN 1837 I was barely eleven when 
1 shot sny first Indian. He was » 
chief. I knew that from bis 
beaddre.ts. Hla name 1 never 
learned. Here la the atory: 

My pareuls, with their seven chll- 
.... -ii. bad moved from Iowa to Kan- 
sas three years earlier. My father 
had taken up a rlulm In Salt Creek 
valley and built a eotnfortable home. 
But he was not to enjoy the good days 
that seemed to be dawning for us. 

Kansas Just then was torn by the 
slavery fend, and in the bitter atrlfe of 
the time my father, after making 
antlslavery speech at a nearby post 
trader's store, was mobbed and his 
Ore threatened.

At the time 
cf ♦he attack I stood unarmed over 
my wounded father's body and tried

Dioxypen For the Mouth. 

The merits of dloxygen as a mouth 
wash are not as well realized us they 
should be.

pays particular attention to the prob- 
lem of the unemployed, government 
Buporvlslou of corporations and the 
relations between capital and labor. 

"The five years' experience of the 
bureau since Its creation In flO HlH 
with corporate affairs," says the re 
port, "has made It clear that the great 
est advance toward corporate reform 
nroat (onto through some general sys- 
! tern of publicity. The lo<lcal conclu 
: slon from the work of the bureau thus 
1 far points to the Imperative need of a 
| federal constructive system for the 
positive supervision of Interstate cor 
i poratlons. to the primary end of se- 
I taring efficient publicity In corporate 
affairs. Such publicity must be of the 
sort that Is adapted to the practical re- 
' qulreineuts of American public opin- 
ion. It cannot content Itself with the 
! mere publication of masses of facts 
and figures. The government must 
summarize and digest them and pre- 
sent tbcin to the public in the shape 
of brief, reliable, clear conclusions 
showing important corporate facts. 

"It is becoming more nnd more ob- 
vious tha' the work of the government 
In regulatlt'g corporations should not 
be directed at the mere existence of 
coinl.iiiiition Itself, but should deal 
with the WaVy lu which the combina- 
tion powers are used, so ns to prevent, 
as far as possible, the misuse of these 
great Industrial forces. Only such coin 
blimtlons ns nre formed for wrongful 
purposes or such combinations as us» 
their | .mors for evil should be brought 
under the condemnation of the law." 

Iu Beyrgawting a definite plan for a 
system of government control over 
corporations Secretary Straus says: 

"Suih a system should have the fol- 
lowing basic features: 

"It should bo carried on by the fed- 
, ernl government as tbe only Jurisdic- 
I tlon competent to handle a subject 
matter so entirely national in its scope 
and nature. 

"It should require a system of reg- 
ular reports from all large Interstate 
corporations, to be made to an admin- 
istrative olti'-e, aud should provide that 
that office shall have access to the rec- 
ords of those corporations. 

"It should further provide that that 
office shall publish the Important facts 
as to corporate operations, so far as 
they arm it public Interest, safeguard- 
ing at the same time from unnecessary 
publication all proper business secrets. 

"So far as possible, the system 
should be made voluntary rather than 
compulsory. 

"In exchange for giving this publlcl 
ty cor|M>ratlons should be allowed tu 
register under such n law so as to cb- 
talu a rediral standing and the public 
benefit of their position as concerns 
not afraid of scrutiny. 

"Finally such a system should rec- 
ognize the fact that there cannot be 
both prohibition and regulattoti of 
combination at the same time and that 
If the government thus elects to reg 
ulate combination It must at least per 
mlt a certain reasonable degree there 
of and recognise In law what has al- 
ready become an accomplished fact." 

In reference to employers' liability 
and Industrial Insurance Secretar; 
Straus says: 

"One of the great needs In Industrial 
relations In the I'nlted States to a rad 
leal change In the law respecting em 
ployers' liability. Under our practice 
no compensation can be collected for 
Injury or death unless such Injury or 
death is due directly to some negll 
gence on the part of the employer or 
one of his representative or employ 
ees. In probably the majority of cases 
no one Is properly to be blamed for an 
industrial acc ident Modern ludustr: 
Is becoming increasingly more danger 
ous. and a certain amount of death 
aud Injury Inevitably results from 
many of its processes. 

"We should recognise that these ac- 
cidents ure and to a certain great ex 
tent must always be n part of the 
regular cost <>f carrying on certain 
trades; that they are as much a part 
of the business economlcu ly as the 
breakage and wear and tear of ma 
chinery; that the expense of them 
should be borne by that business and 
distributed upon the public and con 
sumerB like any other manufacturing 
cost. 

"Justice demands that this burden of 
Industry should not be thrown upon 
those members of society least able to 
bear It— uimhi the victims themselves 
and tbelr families— as Is now the case. 

"The best practice in other countries 
fixes a definite compensation for death 
or for injury, based usually upon the 
earning capacity of the person Injured 
or killed. This enablea tbe employers 
to calculate with some degree of cer- 
tainty the additional item necessary to 
be Included In tbe cost of production 
Through an Insurance system ibis item 
of compensation for Injury becomes 
for tbe individual employer aa defl 
nlte nnd as readily calculable 88 to Are 
Insurance- an Item which to every 
where, recognized as a legitimate ele- 
ment I u the coat of production. 

"In the legislation hers suggested 
not only should compensation be fixed 
■•A denult*. but the method of sacur 
Ing sucb compensation should be far 



I simpler than our present method* In 
I order to establish a claim for liability 
under the existing statutes the prac- 
tice Is cumbersome and expenalve. 
Long drawn out contests crowd tbe 
dockets of the courts, entail large ex- 
pense on tbe employer and finally 
yield only a small pittance to the in- 
jured employee or his dependents 
when damages are actually awarded. 

"The law granting compensation to 
government employees, passed at the 
first session of tbe present congress, 
should be extended In scope so ns to 
embrace classes of employees not now 
Included and should be made more 
liberal In Its terms. The compensntlou 
at present paid— one year's earnings- 
Is pitifully Inadequate where total dis- 
ability results from an Injury or where 
death leaves ■ dependent family." 

A government Investigation of sanl- 
tary problems Is advocated by Mr. 
Straus. 

"The national government should be 
as anxious and alert to protect The 
wage earners against the ravages of 
dlesense resulting from their work." 
be says, "as it is to prolcct agricul- 
tural products against pests and farm 
stock against disease." 

Discussing the problem of the unem- 
ployed. No rotary Straus recommends 
a more sclenilrlc distribution of labor. 
This can lie accomplished by the gov-

Acetylene Shells For German Navy. 

Experiments are now being carried 
out on German warships with aeety 
lene shells, which, It Is believed, will 
take the plnce of the electric sc« 
light used hitherto by warships. These 
shells contain calcium carbide, and tbe 
water can reach It through a tube. The 
shells are fired by a gun built specially 
for the purpose. On being fired the 
shell goes under water and then rises 
to the surface, aud the action of the 
water upon the calcium carbide pro 
duces tho acetylene light. Each shell 
Is said to have 3,000 candle power and 
will burn for three hours. The great 
drawback of the ordinary searchlight 
Is that, although It affords some pr< 
taction from the unobserved approac 
of torpedo boats, it yet makes the wa 
ship using It an excellent target. The 
new acetylene shell referred to 
have the great advantage of lighting 
up a given space, while the vessel thi 
fires It will be left In dnrkuess.

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This is line weather for plowing and the farmers are taking ad 
vantage of it. Despite the long drouth during the fall months the 
crops which were sown in the fall are growing rapidly and if favor- 
able weather prevails during the spring months there will be a bum- 
per crop of wheat. From all accounts and the preparations being 
made there will be a record-breaking acreage of tobacco this year 
Plant beds are being prepared and burned for early sowing of seed 
which means early planus and lots of them. 

Farmers are in fine spirits and working with a vim not seen in 
Baany years. 

An ounce of tobacco seed contains from 300,000 to 400,000 seeds. 
It is said that not more than 35,000 good plants are available from an 
ounce with the best preparation of the beds and sowing. Experien- 
ced planters usually sow three times the amount of seed that they ex- 
pect to need. — 

In selecting a site for a seed bed location, exposure, protection 
from frosts, insects and parasitic diseases are to be considered. A 
southern exposure is always best, a southeastern exposure next, then 
a western and lastly a northern or northeastern. 

Where possible it is advisable to locate the seed bed near a pond, 
a lake, running brook or river, because of the moisture and greater 
uniformity of temperature in such a location. It is best where 
possible to do so, to make the bed upon new land. There is less 
danger from larvae, insects and weed and g rass seed. 

As damp locations are more subject to parasitica and fungus 
diseases, many growers prefer to make their beds, for this reason, on 
high, dry warm toil near the house and keep it damp by frequent 
sprinkling. An open space in the woods where the midday sun shines 
has always been a favorite location for a seed bed, because of the 
protection the grass affords from the cold winds and the excessive 
drying out of the plants an d soil. 

Growers usually make it a rule to plant beds a week or ten days 
apart, as a protection against unexpected cold and other causes of 
loss. When a bed is killed out with the cold it is immediately re 
sowed. When the plants come up too thick in a bed they should be 
immediately thinned to allow space for a good root developement. 
Each plant should be allowed at least a squaie inch of space for the 
root- to develop. 

The best size for a plant bed is 50 feet long and not over three 
feet wide in order that all parts of it may be reached from either side. 
The bod should be enclosed with a frame and covered with muslin. 
In from -ix weeks to two months after the seed is sown the plants are 
ready to be transplanted to the field. 

The thing for every farmer to do is to work for quality instead 
of quantity. A small acreage and good quality is much better than 
a large acreage and poor quality. Make the quality and there will 
be no trouble about making the price. 

Good methods, skill and experience in cultivation, careful wor- 
ming and care in the barn and after curing is what makes your tobacco 
desirable The trust buyer, the independent buyer and the small 
dealer all want good tobacco and will pay the price.
